Employs 
but one estonator, one ca«Hier and one 
iverhead organisation throughout. 

I erchy effecting the greatest possible 
•c >n >my in iho*e who *rt indirect and 
l)Ot direct producers 

Th* city employe* do public woik 
«.ith a view to having it last a# long 
a* : oiiiblc at a given unit cost that is 
ha»ed on a study of ultimate economy. 
They have not in mind the showing of 
a profit on »h*lr nmployer's hooks, and 
ran work v ienti'h -»llv and unham¬ 
pered. ^ 


THE CONTRACTOR- 

The contractor can, if be will, em- 
loy the same men, purchase the *amc 
material* and equipment, and proceed 
with paving t other public w»rk in 
t' r same way, and no better. 

i he contractor, depending upon the 
chance of aacli letting of contracts for 
hie work cannot guarantee men 

steady employment. 

The contractor, having control of 
‘•ut that part of the purchasing power 
mbrsced in his contract cannot se- 
■ rr ihi best unit prices or the best 

•liveries.. 

The (yitractor. not knowing that he 
will evef get another job at the same! 
place, mast Lc very circumspect in his 
nvvVmdttta in eq- i.mient, often using! 
iferior machinery that represents • | 
••mailer \nvettM»ent and therefore a 
•rualler possible loss He cannot af¬ 
ford to a^iutre «yjrcc» of tupply espe- 
tally for the pur • »sc of a single con¬ 
tract. 

The contractor Has no a»*urance of 
what tomorrow will brine He takes 
» gambler a chance, and charges for 
b in rhe prie* of pavement Gambler s 
r ignces do not wear well as street 
surface#. 


—What City Managers Art Paid for 

Salaries in Cities of Varying Popu¬ 
lations Throughout the United 

State* 

Among the many arguments which 
arc not band on facts, but are now 
being carelessly or mistakenly used 
-gainst the city-manager plan, is the 
allegation that this form of govern¬ 
ment i§ only suitable for smaller cities 
and for towns 

It is true that its first spread, after 
its discovery and application in Smn 
ter, S C„ amd Staunton, Va. (both of 
which cities are in the 10.000 to 313.000 
population class), and after Dayton, 
< >hio, had taken It up in 4he form of 
u model c.srtc^, was for a brief while 
among the smaller cities of the west. 

The force of this erroneous argu¬ 
ment ran he dispelled hy a glance at 
the list of cities which have adopted it 
since that time, and among which are 
three of over too,000 populat.on. In. 
ddclitally the plan is being recom¬ 
mended by important civic bodies for 

• me of the largest cities in the coun¬ 
try. including CUcago, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Boston and Cincinnati, and 
will undoubtedly be adopted itt some 
if not most, of these municipalities 
within a reasonably brief peri od, on 
the ground that the larger cities are 
in even greater need, if possible, of 
efficient, Hu slue •*•!'. let management of 
tlicir -fairs, than are small or medium- 
sized cities

operation include 35 having a popula¬ 
tion of from 10,000 to 30,003 each; nine 
haring 4 population of from jo,ooo to 
♦n.ooo each; und six having populations 
i«f from ( 0,000 up.

The contractor knows he cannot do 
the work a* economically a* the city, 
but believe* that hy paying his labor 
le*s ind working his men harder, he 
can overcome th* difference.

I lie c •utracior s em. loye* have no 
incentive to do good work Their cm- 
ployer profits by putting lc** than the 
required amount of material into * 
mixture, or by laying le*s than the r* 
quiicd thickness If their work i* 
not cheap, they are very likely to lose 
their jobs. The coat of the work is 
the primary factor, the quality is sac. 
ondary, 

Th* contractor manager of ^iblic 
works will require, If he U * good man 
at his job, that the work he done at a 
prolit —honestly if possible, but at a 
profit anyhow. He ha* no thought of 

• Itimate h mun economy tn the mat¬ 
ter. 

The contractor must have hi* own 
overhead management, and each other 
contractor competing with him must 
have t ie same. He must have hi* sep¬ 
arate office, his separ-t* estimator, M* 
s t urate caahier and his separate com¬ 
plete staff of clerks, whether he always 
ha* busines for them or not 

Th* contractor doc* public wo k w»tj, 

* view to having it last —if b* it a 
win. contractor—at leesr until he can 
grt to th* City Hall and collect the 
money. Alt contractor* have not been 
'• is* an«k s mui paving work the writer 
has in m nd did not even last tha* 
long.

WEEVIL INAUGURATED! 

The campaign to control, am) per- 
ha- * eradicate, the sweet potato root 
weevil, inaugurated a few weeks ag » 
•y Plant Commissioner Wllm^o 
Newel! under the direction of the State 
*‘ 1 ant Boar-', ha* been offcinlly recog- 
trared an I appr »ved of by Honorable 
Secretary of Agriculture, David F, 
II 'Uison. Upon realising the serious 
menace which this insect i* to the 
• wcet potato industry. Mr. Newell 
brought the matter to Mir attention 
•»f prominent officials in the other 
! iulf States and the latter, teeing at 
ace the practicability of eradicating 
the pest, joined In bringing tli - matier 
to the attention of t' e Secretary of 
Agriculture. The result Itai been that 
the sum of ten thousand dollars ha* 
heen let aside for a preliminary sur¬ 
vey of the infested territory and for 
demonstration in control measures 
I liis is without doubt the beginning 
of a systematic campaign ol eradica¬ 
tion. The Department at Washing¬ 
ton ia well pleased with tlte success 
which has a»rrndr^ the endkstios of 
< itrus canker and there appears no 
reason Why other di-caic§ of crop*, andj 
insect pc*ts, cannot Yl;o be eradicated 
hy uing proper metliod* upo« a suf¬ 
ficiently entente scale 

In writing to Senator Dun,-an U 
1'Utcher regarding this matter Dr. 
Houston says: 

"Research wort has been conducted 
by the Bureau oT Entomology In 
Louisiana and Texas, am) thi# w >rk 
will he continued and extended to the 
regions in which the insect is a pest, 
as rapidly as available funds j#ermit 
in order to learn as early a« possible 
whether it c*n be suppressed in any 
me Infested area.

LAND SOLD FOR TAXES 

Schncctady, N. Y —1 noticed in a 
recent ixue a letter of inquiry re¬ 
garding the redemption of land sold 
for taxes, Thii a igge.tcd another 
'liie.lion upon which I would like ••’tile 
information. If a man .entire* 1 lax 
title to some land in Florida through 
a reliable .erurity title and trust com¬ 
pany. aud after having po.aea.ion for 
ten or twelve years, tell, it and givea 
a quit claim deed, can the original 
wuer nr hi* heir, put in a claim and 
recover the property from Che last pur¬ 
chaser? \V. H. N. 

Note—From a reading of your let¬ 
ter we gather that you have purchated 
a tax deed, and, hnving secured it lrom 
a reliable trust company, you arc of 
the opinion that your title to the same 
wa* secure Such, however, i* not ihe 
case. The trust company bought the 
property at tax sale and held it. right 
thereto by tax certificate for a period 
of two year., durin gwhich lime the 
fee simple owner had the right 10 re¬ 
deem she land by the payment of the 
taxes acrucd, phi* 45 per cent for the 
first year and 8 per icul tiereaftcr, 
payable to the Circuit Court Clerk of 
the countv in which the priperty 1* 
lucoicd amt who will thcrctt,>on cancel 
the tax certificate. At the end of the 
two years the trust company applied 
for and received from the State of] 
I lorida a tax deed. After the issuance 
of the lax deed the origianl fee simple 
title holder lias a period of seven years 
within which he may redeem the prop¬ 
erly successfully by raying accrued 
charitc. ns well as for improvement* 
that have been placed on the land. Af¬ 
ter Ihe .even year* have elapsed bl'c 
fee simple title, rendering it more dif¬ 
ficult fur him to redeem the land 
However, il the original owner of the 
property had 'lied with ill seven years 
ami left minor htlr. the Statute of 
Limitations would not commence 10 
run against them until the youngest 
■ had reached the age oftwenty-onc 
' years. 

! In order to rest secure a. to prop¬ 
erty held by tax title it is necessary, 
after the seven years are up, to tile u 
bill to quiet title making the original 
owner, a, well a* his heirs, parties 
llxrclo, and If successful inthis suit, 
the tax title holder secure, a S° 4 d fee 
simple title lo the land. 

Whether the owner or his hrira could 
reclaim this laud from Ihe present 
holder would depend very much upi>n 
the conditions surrounding tlie holding 
nf it by Ihe former holder,; if they 
have exercised dominion over the land 
within the period of for year, required 
by the tax lawor if the land ha* 
been lencrd, and there are no minor 
heir, against which th Statute of 1 .Im¬ 
itation, ha, not yet run —FT rlda 
Grower.

Many trucker's troubles begin .witl 
'he seed bed, and one of them may be 
the presence ef anti. The ants may 
do serous trouble by carrying away 
seed, bit the chief trouble is "ne of 
annoyance, when they make B-eir 
nests in the seed bed. 

All nests in or near the seed bed 
should be destroyed before the feed* 
arc planted, and J. K Watson of fbe 
University of Florida experiment 
station, recommend* the use of ;otas* 
slum or solium cyanid for this pur- 

pose. • ; .
